Two months on from our arrival in the very 
teeth of the first blizzard of winter, the warmth 
of the Ridley reception is a notable landmark for 
us.

The 
curriculum will be weighed and measured; the 
daily schedule will be examined and the bal- 
ance of the school assessed to see whether we 
are comfortable in our skins. In particular, the 
thrust of the liberal arts and their meaning 
within the whole school plan merits ever new 
reflection. New initiatives and material consid- 
erations vis-a-vis facilities will be brought into 
focus. We need a strategic vision. 


The modern educative world sees us engaged in 
professional accountability. We owe that to 
each other. For our young people to succeed, a 
sense of intellectual growth is needed. Parents 
entrust their children to acquire the time-hon- 
oured basics of honesty, integrity and sound 
effort. Not for nothing was the Ridley Honour 
Code formed. It is an ageless watchword by 
which Ridley stands. Each Ridleian deserves a 
happy pastoral base. From this a sound cere- 
bral platform can be established. Furthermore, 
development of several other skills in the Ridley 
years plus the priceless friendships forged on 
the anvil of all-round educational growth are 
necessary features of a great environment. They 
are here and they must be maintained. It is a 
marriage of the best of tradition with well devel- 
oped progression. 


Ridley will need to keep extending access to its 
portals. That way an even wider cross-section 
can benefit from the undoubted educative 
strength on offer. It is an honourable intention 
to reach out, so that we enlarge potential 
opportunity for an even greater cross-section of 
our youth. The school's multi-nationalism is 
already remarkable. Through widening oppor- 
tunity further, we will enhance understanding 
about how others live. Equally we must contin- 
ue to encourage Ridleians more broadly into the 
world so that their spirit, character and disci- 
pline inspire others.

Recently a number of Ridley stu- 
dents have been much inspired by 
Robert Frost's poem "The road not 
Taken". It encourages some degree 
of risk, concluding with the inspira- 
tional words: 


"Two roads diverged in a wood, and I 
took the one less travelled by, 
And that has made all the difference." 


Our pupils are the base; rightly they 
are filled with that preserve of ado- 
lescent virtue-optimism. Justifiably 
they dream of what they might be. 
Schools like Ridley strive to set the 
spirit free, leaving their graduates 
with the sense of the protective 
shadow provided to them by the 
armour of the education they have 
acquired. The key for pupils is to 
pick up the acts and habits which 
last for a lifetime. A great school 
promotes self-knowledge. 


As we set out on the road of this 
Headship, these pupils of ours 
should be encouraged. The great 
cellist, Pablo Casals, once wrote: 
"When will we teach our children in 
schools what they are? - we should 
say to each of them.....you are a 
marvel. You are unique. You may 
become a Shakespeare, a 
Michelangelo, a Beethoven". Borne 
away on the wings of this noble 
sentiment, Ridley must maintain 
the challenge - the aim is to pro- 
duce global citizens who will defi- 
nitely strive to make "the differ- 
ence" in life. By 2039 today's gener- 
ation of Ridley grads will have 
inherited that responsibility.

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Dancers take a Bite out of the Big Apple 


It was an early Friday morning in January when 
all 18 members of the Ridley College Dance 
Company, along with coaches Miss Smith and 
Miss Cooper, set out on a memorable trip to 
New York.

The Ridley College Summer Academy is preparing for its second season of operation in July 2005. 
Building on the success of last year, three credit courses will be offered in each Upper School grade 
(9-12 ). These courses give students an opportunity to reach ahead in obtaining their Ontario 
Ministry of Education high school diplomas or they allow students to sample courses that they may 
not have had the chance to take during the regular academic year.

Middle School aged students will be able to choose from a vari- 
ety of interest courses ranging from Math Maintenance, Information Technology Skills, Debating and 
Public Speaking, and an Excellent French Adventure. Each course promises to develop important 
skills for students in grades 7 and 8, giving them the edge to move forward in their formative years. 





All courses will be taught by qualified teachers and experienced faculty members who have a com- 
mitment to ongoing education. Set in a structured but casual environment, the Ridley College 
Summer Academy promises to deliver a challenging and fun program to both day and boarding stu- 
_ dents looking to get more out of their 
_ summer. Taking place during the month 
of July, the program allows students to 
get ahead with their skills and their stud- 
ies and still have the time to unwind and 
enjoy the season.

One of the hidden treasures which the 
Ridley Archives holds is a series of glass 
negatives from the late 19th century. 
Ridley's first formal photographer was 
Edwin C. Poole (b.1845) who moved to 
St. Catharines in the mid 1870s and 
established a prize-winning reputation 
here for his photographic work. He was 
a founding member, in fact, of the fledg-

to local historians because he systemati- 
cally photographed most of the build- 
ings in the St. Catharines area so we 
know how the landscape, including early 
Ridley, appeared. When Poole retired, 
his business and negatives passed to a 
successor, then to the Public Library, 
then to the Historical Society and then to storage at Rodman Hall. Along the way most of the glass got 
broken and/or lost and the trail of the fragments is cold.

Fortunately many of his Ridley pieces came to the school and we have enjoyed displaying them. The 
familiar picture of the 1891 Ridley faculty is a classic Poole portrait, with his own advertising at the 
bottom, undoubtedly taken at his studio on Ontario St. near St .Paul. He was also a frequent advertis- 
er in the early ACTAs and always requested that his ads appear upside down! Edwin Poole retired in 
1921 and died in Brantford in 1931.

The Future of Ridley Debating looks Bright!

In the long history of debating at Ridley College, the 2004-05 academic year 
marks a watershed for this important activity. Each year the school participates 
in a wide range of competitions that give new and experienced debaters an 
opportunity to develop their skills. The Fulford Cup, International Independent 
Schools' Public Speaking Competition, Valentine Showcase Debate, Ontario 
Student Debate Union and Ridley Novice Invitational debates are all annual fea- 
tures in the debate calendar in which Ridleians enjoy participating, and this year 
was no different. However, a couple of major challenges and significant achieve- 
ments helped make this year a little bit special. First, there was the massive 
undertaking of hosting the 2004 Independent Schools’ Public Speaking 
Competition at Ridley- the only time in the college's long history that the event 
has been held at Ridley. There has been plenty already written about this event, 
but previous Headmaster Rupert Lane probably said it best when he said the 
HSPSC “was hailed by some as the finest event hosted by Ridley in a generation.” 
Indeed, it was a fine moment for the school, and a great testament to the 
strength of the entire Ridley family. 


Yet, it many ways it was just the start of some great things for Ridley Debating. 
Senior William MacMillan '05 placed 10th overall in a field of over 160 competi- 
tors from throughout the western hemisphere in the IISPSC. That lofty finish 
earned him a place on the Canadian delegation that participated in the World 
Individual Debate and Public Speaking Championships held in Nicosia, Cyprus 
in April 2005. As host of the 2004 IISPSC, coach Paul O'Rourke had the honour of 
chaperoning William and the other 15 members of Team Canada at this event- 
again, another Ridley first. 


Debating is the sort of activity that gives young men and women the opportunity 
to find their voice. One of the young voices that was heard loudly and clearly 
throughout the year belonged to newcomer Emily Bradley '06. Having captured 
first place finishes in several debates, Emily and her partner Simon Miles '06 
won the highly competitive cross-examination category at the IISPSC. She then 
went on to become the first Ridley student to qualify for the National Public 
Speaking Finals in Winnipeg in January 2005. Finishing 15th in a select field of 
some of the most accomplished debaters and public speakers throughout the 
nation was no small feat. 


Whether it was the newcomer or the voice of experience, Ridley students proved 
this year that they are ready to compete at the highest levels nationally and glob- 
ally. With a full term left on the calendar, the future of Ridley Debating looks 
bright. The next generation of talent will get the chance to show its skills at the 
annual Ridley College Novice Debate on Saturday April 30, 2005. Never shy of 
words, Ridleians continue to prove that they are ready to articulate their argu- 
ments and ideas in a variety of forums.

Robert E. Stanley ‘47 


Bob Stanley was one of the most respected 
Ridleians that the school ever knew. Over a thir- 
ty-seven year career, he represented the best 
that Ridley had to offer as a student, a coach, a 
teacher and a Director of Development and, 
above all, as a person. 


I first met Bob in the spring of 1974 during the 
course of a job interview. He was sincere, sup- 
portive and totally unassuming. He made me 
feel comfortable and I sensed that I would truly 
enjoy working under him in the History depart- 
ment. Over the years, this proved to be exactly 
the case and my first impressions never 
wavered. What I did not realize at all that day 
though was the status in the school of the quiet 
man who was so friendly to me. This was 
because when it came to himself, Bob never told 
you anything. You had to find out for yourself. 


Bob arrived as a fourth form student in 1943. 
Over the next four years, his athletic prowess 
was shown in football, hockey and track. He was 
captain of the football team in his final year. The

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Easter 1947 Acta Ridleiana recounts one of his 
finest hockey moments. In a game against St. 
Andrew’s College, we are told that ‘for a time, 
play was quite even until Bob Stanley got to 
work’. He went on to score four goals in the first 
period in a 7-4 victory. In his final year, he was 
second-in-command of the Cadet Corps. Don 
Watson felt he was one of the ‘pillars of Ridley’. 
Sam Woodruff remembers Bob as a prefect who 
‘led by example’ and who made everyone com- 
fortable and was the 'embodiment of the Ridley 
spirit’. His tenacity as a student was best shown 
with his selection as a co-winner of the Benson 
Diligence Award. 


Bob left Ridley for McGill where he became a 
football star with the Redmen. He graduated in 
1951 with a B.Sc. in Physical and Health 
Education. Briefly, he was lost in the wilderness 
— for a year he taught and coached football at 
U.C.C! Then, he left to become a dealer in 
wholesale fishing equipment with his brother’s 
firm. 


In 1955, he went back on course and he arrived 
as anew master at Ridley. He lived on the first 
floor of Merritt House and taught science to the 
junior forms. The next year, to the delight of 
everyone at the school he married the woman 
he adored, Patricia Thompson. 


Until his retirement in 1991, Bob played numer- 
ous, important roles at Ridley. Bob began to 
teach history and in 1963 he took over as the 
head of the department, a position that he held 
with distinction for the next twenty-two years. 
The department grew and expanded from two 
staff members to eleven full and part time 
teachers. New courses such as American 
History, Society: Challenge and Change and 
Economics were all introduced successfully 
during these years. Bob taught a wide array of 
history courses and he encouraged the develop- 
ment of a diverse range of teaching styles within 
the department. Bob had a nurturing leadership 
style and he provided a sympathetic ear and 











wise counsel. You could trust that he would lis- 
ten, criticize if required and, above all, support 
you. 


Athletics remained a key part of his contribu- 
tions to the school. He coached first team foot- 
ball from 1955-1975 and was termed ‘the great 
constant’. He coached hockey and track as well. 
The 1960 and 1961 Ridley hockey teams were 
among the most successful that the school ever 
produced.

There were many other areas were Bob left his 
mark. He was the Housemaster of Merritt House 
from 1961 to 1967. He chaired the Colours 
Committee, served as a member of the Re-eval- 
uation Committee set up by Ted Pilgrim in 
1964-5, and chaired one of the numerous rein- 
carnations of the Pace Committee. In 1967, he 
took a sabbatical to study at the London School 
of Economics and he ended his teaching days as 
the Senior Master providing a bridge between 
the Headmaster and the faculty. 


Despite all of the business of his life at the 
school, Bob was a devoted family man. He was 
the proud father of four Ridleians, Susan ‘76, 
Gay ‘77, Frank ‘81 and Graham ‘85. His impor- 
tance to them was eloquently expressed by both 
Frank and Graham in their words spoken at 
Bob’s memorial service. 


Bob officially retired from teaching in 1986 and 
he joined Sam Heaman in the Association 
office. The next year, he became Secretary of the

Association and in 
1987, he became the 
first Director of 
Development, a 
position he held 
wnt 991s Ee 
became the mentor 
of Brian Iggulden 
and Derek Fraser 
and continued to teach history part time for the 
first two years. The classroom never lost its 
appeal for him. He would serve on two 
Headmaster Search Committees. The culmina- 
tion of his long, distinguished Ridley career 
came with his steering of the Second Century 
Campaign beginning in 1987. Working closely 
with Darcy McKeough and the Headmaster, Jere 
Packard, the campaign which wound up in 1990 
became the most successful in Canadian inde- 
pendent school history starting with a target of 
five million dollars and growing to an astound- 
ing total of 15 million.

Throughout, Bob exemplified style and tradi- 
tion. Not the style embodied in high fashion or 
flash and colour but style in the sense of a quiet, 
modest, dignified gentleman who had an innate 
sense of what was right and appropriate. He 
exemplified tradition in his strong belief in the 
importance of what the school should stand for 
but also an appreciation for change when it was 
required.

Clearly, all those 
who attended a packed Ridley College Memorial 
Chapel on February 1, 2005 for Bob’s memorial 
service had done so and undoubtedly countless 
others who could not attend had done so as 
well. After all, it was an easy thing to do. You just 
had to know him.

If we look at donations to Ridley 
last year, excluding the Black and Orange fundraising gala, and substantial gifts that are a ‘one-time’ only gift, 
we have some very interesting facts. 


1374 individuals made a donation to the annual campaign last year. The median gift of $191 was the 'middle of 
the pack' donation. The same number of donors gave less than this amount, as gave more than this amount.

If we turn to look at average gifts, it is most inter- 
esting to divide all donors into four groups, or 
quartiles, with each quartile having 25% of the 
total number of donors or 343.5 donors. The aver- 
age gift ranges from $53 in the bottom twenty-five 
percent of donors to $2,087 in the top twenty-five 
percent of donors.
